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Golden  LEAF  awards  Palace  project  $1  million  grant 


Foundation  support  in  2005 
underwrites  many  programs

Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites  &  Gardens  topped 
off  a  successful  year  of  fundraising  in  2005 
with  a  $1  million  grant  from  the  Golden 
LEAF  Foundation  for  the  North 
Carolina  History  Center. 

Kay  P.  Williams,  TPHS&G 
Director,  said,  "We  are 
grateful  to  the  Golden  LEAF 
Foundation  for  partnering  with 
us  on  the  development  of  the 
North  Carolina  History  Center, 
a  wonderful  project  which  will 
serve  as  a  major  economic  driver 
in  eastern  North  Carolina's 
tourism  industry." 

The  non-profit  Golden  LEAF 
Foundation,  based  in  Rocky 
Mount,  was  created  in  1999  to 
receive  one-half  of  the  funds 
coming  to  North  Carolina  from 
the  master  settlement  agreement 
with  cigarette  manufacturers. 
The  foundation  awards  grants 
that  will  positively  affect  the 
state's  long-term  economic 
advancement  of  the  state, 
particularly  in  tobacco-dependent  and  economically 
distressed  counties. 

In  addition  to  the  Golden  LEAF  grant,  the 
History  Center  received  support  from  The  Cannon 
Foundation  based  in  Concord,  N.C.   In  early  2005,  the 
Foundation's  board  gave  TPHS&G  a  second  $250,000 
grant  following  one  given  in  2003.  These  grants  have 
supported  much  of  the  site  preparation  for  the  Center. 

"We  are  thrilled  with  the  support  of  The  Cannon 
Foundation,"  Ms.  Williams  said.  Members  of  the 
Cannon  family  have  long  supported  the  Palace, 
beginning  with  the  appointment  of  Ruth  Coltrane 
Cannon  to  the  first  Tryon  Palace  Commission  created  in 
1945.  Mrs.  Cannon's  grandson,  William  C.  Cannon,  Jr.,

serves  on  the  current  Commission. 

Mrs.  Cannon  was  the  wife  of  Charles  A.  Cannon,  the 
president  and  chairman  of  Cannon  Mills  Company  for 
over  50  years,  who  established  the  foundation  in  1943 
to  support  his  philanthropic  efforts  throughout  North 
Carolina. 

Other  grants  awarded  to  TPHS&G  in  2005  funded 
programming  needs. 

The  Harold  H.  Bate 
Foundation,  based  in  New  Bern, 
awarded  the  Palace  $25,000  to 
underwrite  the  Historical  Arts 
Outreach  and  the  School  Tour 
Scholarship  programs,  as  well  as 
the  annual  Free  Day.  Support  by 
the  Bate  Foundation  continues 
in  2006  with  a  $24,000  grant 
that  will  underwrite  the  creation 
of  a  new  orientation  video,  the 
Colonial  Fife  &  Drum  Corps 
and  the  annual  Free  Day. 

The  Bate  Foundation, 
funded  by  the  estate  of  the 
late  philanthropist,  investor 
and  retired  lumber  executive 
Harold  H.  Bate,  awards  grants 
to  projects  and  communities 
in  Craven,  Pamlico  and  Jones 
Counties,  and  to  East  Carolina 
University.  The  foundation 
provides  funds  for  projects 
designed  to  enhance  education,  youth  and  recreation, 
and  quality  of  life. 

Other  grants  for  the  Colonial  Fife  &  Drum  Corps, 
an  exciting  new  venture  which  features  student  and 
volunteer  musicians,  came  from  the  Craven  County 
Community  Foundation  and  the  Grassroots  Arts 
Program  of  the  North  Carolina  Arts  Council,  a  state 
agency,  through  the  Craven  Arts  Council. 

TPHS&G  also  received  a  $2,000  grant  from  the 
Greensboro-based  Marion  Stedman  Covington 
Foundation  to  support  the  Summer  Archaeology  Field 
School.

"We  are  such  stuff  As  dreams  are  made  on  .  .  ."  ^X'llile 
Shakespeare  penned  his  famous  line  in  tribute  to  the 
uniquely  human  blend  of  mind  and  matter,  his  words 
apply  equally  well  to  the  development  of  Tryon  Palace 
Historic  Sites  &  Gardens. 

Since  the  1920s,  Tryon  Palace  has  been  the  focus  of 
dreams  and  aspirations.  Beginning  with  a  community's 
dream  of  reconstructing  the  Palace,  and  backed  by  the 
incredible  generosity  of  the  Latham-Kellenberger  legacy, 
Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites  &  Gardens  has  continued 
to  grow  due  to  the  leadership  of  exceptional  visionaries 
and  supporters.  Today,  we  see  the  tangible  results  of  this 
marriage  of  mind  and  matter:  a  renowned  historic  site 
of  14  historically  authentic  buildings  and  a  world-class 
collection  of  decorative  arts  and  furnishings  all  situated 
on  14  beautifully-landscaped  acres. 

Now,  the  dreams  are  continuing  —  and  so  is  the 
generosity.  The  creation  of  the  Council  of  Friends  in  the 
1990s  and  the  on-going  development  and  strengthening 
of  our  fund-raising  efforts  have  led  to  plans  to  refurbish 
the  Palace  and  grow  our  endowment.   Most  importantly, 
these  efforts  have  also  paved  the  way  for  our  next  great 
adventure:  the  North  Carolina  History  Center.

Next-step  planning  is 
under  way  with  architects  and  designers,  and  wetlands 
construction  is  imminent. 

The  North  Carolina  History  Center  is  scheduled  to 
open  in  2010  -  just  in  time  to  celebrate  New  Bern's 
300th  anniversary  -  and  will  highlight  both  New  Bern's 
past  and  North  Carolina's  vital  role  in  American  history. 
The  Center  promises  to  be  a  spectacular  showcase  of 
our  mission  to  preserve  our  history  for  generations  to 
come  and  to  celebrate  our  proud  heritage  as  North 
Carolinians.  In  our  planned  48,000-square-foot  learning 
center,  adults  and  children  alike  will  be  able  not  only  to 
read  about  history,  but  experience  it  through  the  tools 
of  21st-century  technology.  In  doing  so,  the  North 
Carolina  History  Center  will  have  an  enormous  positive 
impact  on  regional  cultural  tourism  in  North  Carolina.

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Returning  the  Palace  to  its  iSth-century  appearance

The  1950s  Palace 
is  one  of  the  most 
thoroughly-documented 
reconstructions  of  a  major  American 
colonial-period  public  building. 
Reconstruction  architect  William 
Graves  Perry,  of  the  Boston  firm  of 
Perry,  Shaw  and  Hepburn,  had  at 
his  disposal  two  sets  of  plans  and 
elevations  of  the  building  drawn  by 
architect  John  Hawks  c.  1766.  He 
also  had  archaeological  information 
locating  the  foot  print  of  the  original 
building  and  an  extensive  report  by 
Alonzo  T.  Dill  Jr.  assembling  all  the 
then-available  information. 
In  his  presentation  to  the 
Tryon  Palace  Commission,  Perry 
provided  two  levels  of  architectural 
trim  throughout  the  building. 
Speaking  for  the  Commission  in 
the  June  1954  meeting,  Second 
Vice  President  Virginia  Home 
commented  that  she  wanted  "a  very 
handsome  and  elaborate  building" 
and  moved  that  the  more  elaborate 
designs  be  approved.  As  a  result,  the 
completed  building  tends  to  err  on 
the  side  of  aesthetics  over  history. 
It  was  not  until  1991  that  Tryon 
Palace  Historic  Sites  &  Gardens 
gained  access  to  a  piece  of  evidence 
that  initiated  a  review  and  re- 
interpretation  of  the  Palace.  That 
document  was  a  1783  letter  written 
by  John  Hawks  to  Francisco  de 
Miranda,  a  Venezuelan  visitor  to 
New  Bern  that  year.  Hawks'  letter 
described  the  interior  architectural 
trim  of  the  public  rooms  on  the  first 
floor  and  identified  the  functions  of 
the  basement  rooms  on  the  north 
front. 
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Hawks  drawings 

Beginning  in  1998,  the  basement 
rooms  were  remodeled  and  re- 
interpreted as  apartments  for  the 
senior  household  servants — the 
butler  and  housekeeper — and 
the  large  room  in  the  middle  was 
converted  to  "cellaring"  with  storage 
cages  for  items  controlled  by  the 
butler  and  housekeeper.  Moving  to 
the  first  floor,  the  architectural  trim 
in  the  Butler's  Room,  an  area  ofi^ 
the  Entrance  Hall,  was  simplified  to 
bring  it  more  in  line  with  an  18th- 
century  appearance.  On  the  second 
floor,  young  Margaret's  Bedchamber 
and  Closet  were  stripped  of  their 
Colonial  Revival  trim.  (The  finished 
room  includes  new  hangings  for  the 
bed  and  a  second  bedstead  for  Ann 
Patterson,  who  served  as  nursemaid 
for  young  Margaret.) 

Hawks'  drawings  include  only  two 
elevations — the  front  (north)  facade 


of  the  building  and  the  interior  of 
a  room  on  the  center  south  which 
Hawks  identified  as  the  "Drawing 
Room."  This  drawing  shows  the 
sides  of  the  room  folded  out,  a 
technique  used  frequently  by  18th- 
century  furniture  designers  to  show 
the  proper  distribution  of  furniture 
within  a  room.  An  example  can  be 
seen  in  A.  Hepplewhite  &  Co.,  The 
Cabinet-Makers  and  Upholsterer's 
Guide  (1788,  second  edition  1789 
and  third  edition  1793). 

Hawks'  letter  to  Miranda  described 
the  architectural  trim  for  the 
Drawing  Room  in  this  manner: 

"The  Chimney  of  plain  statuary 
marble  with  a  frame  for  a  picture  or 
Land  scape  [sic]  over  it,  the  Base 
[baseboard]  and  Sur  Base  [chair 
rail]  inriched  [sic]  with  fretwork, 
kneed  architraves  to  the  windows, 
pediments  [and]  Caps  to  the  door, 
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and  the  ceiling  coved,  this  allows  the 
most  light  and  Airy  finished  room  in 
the  House. " 

The  old  Dining  Room  has  been 
cleared  and  its  furniture  stored  in  the 
old  Parlor.  The  silver,  ceramics  and 
glass  from  the  Dining  Room  and 
Parlor  are  temporarily  housed  in  the 
china  cupboard  in  the  Butler's  Room 
adjacent  to  the  Entrance  Hall. 

Construction  work  in  the  new 
Drawing  Room  is  underway.  Edward 
Rokosz,  who  has  worked  for  us 
in  the  Butler's  Room  and  young 
Margaret's  Bedchamber  and  Closet, 
will  remove  the  mantelpiece,  the 
architrave  surrounding  the  door 
to  the  Great  Stairs  Hall  and  the 
chair  rail  and  baseboard.  These 
will  be  tagged  and  stored  with 
other  architectural  elements  in  the 
Douglas  Building.  New  woodwork 
will  be  installed  following  Hawks' 
description.  The  plaster  overmantel 
decoration  will  be  removed  and 
portions  retained  as  part  of  the 
history  of  the  1950s  Palace. 

Data  fromTryon's  1773  inventory 
of  losses  at  Fort  George  provides 
the  core  fiarnishing  plan  for  the  new 
Drawing  Room.  Tryon's  New  York 
residence  had  no  room  specifically 
identified  as  a  Drawing  Room, 
but  the  Chintz  Room  contains  the 
type  of  fiirnishings  appropriate  for 
a  Drawing  Room.  According  to 
the  inventory,  the  Chintz  Room 
contained: 

1  Large  polish'd  Steel  grate,  with 
furniture  compleat. 

1  Chimney  Glass,  carved  &  Gilt 
frame  with  Ornaments. 

1  Dozen  blue  damask  chairs  with 
stuff  d  seats  &  hacks  with  blue  &  white 
calico  muslin  covers. 

3  Mahogany  Card  Tables. 


1  Painted  Firescreen  with  a 
Mahogany  frame,  and  green  silk  cover 

3  Blue  Damask  window  curtains. 

1  Large  Wilton  Carpet. 

The  large  chimney  glass  has  been 
eliminated  as  the  architectural  trim 
calls  for  a  "frame  for  a  picture  or 
landscape "  over  the  mantel.  The 
chimney  glass  probably  is  a  more 
recent  acquisition.  The  Chintz 
Room  appears  to  have  been  used 
only  for  cards.  But  since  this  is  the 
only  opportunity  to  discuss  the 
range  of  activities  often  found  in 
an  18th-century  drawing  room,  we 
plan  to  include  a  tea  table,  a  group 
of  musical  instruments  and  a  punch 
table  in  addition  to  the  specified 
tea  table.  And  although  it  is  not 
included  in  the  New  York  inventory 
we  plan  to  relocate  the  large  library 
bookcase  from  the  Parlor  to  the  east 
wall  of  the  Drawing  Room  opposite 
the  fireplace.  We  are  actively 
searching  for  a  set  of  12  back  stools 
that  will  be  upholstered  in  blue 
damask.  As  a  temporary  solution 
for  the  upholstered  back  stools,  we 
will  continue  to  display  the  set  of 
tapestry-covered  chairs  from  the 
old  Parlor.  The  wood  work  in  the 
room  will  be  in  one  of  the  "stone" 
colors  with  white  plaster  walls  above. 
Until  we  are  able  to  purchase  a 
white  marble  mantelpiece,  we  will 
use  an  appropriate  wood  replica 
painted  white.  A  pair  of  blue  wool 
damask  window  curtains  and  a  large 
Winton  carpet  will  complete  the 
furnishings.  We  are  still  investigating 
the  possibility  of  installing  paper 
hangings  (wall  paper)  in  the  space. 

Hawks  described  the  Dining 
Room  as  ". .  .wainscoted  with  a  plain 
molding  and  flat  panel.  Architraves 
and  Caps  to  the  doors  and  windows 


as  before,  and  a  double  cornice  with 
a  dentil  Bedmould  to  the  Ceiling, 
the  Chimney  piece  of  black  and 
white  Vein'd  marble  over  which  is 
a  frame  with  an  Ogee  scrole  [sic] 
pediment."  Returning  this  room  to 
its  18th-century  appearance  would 
require  major  changes  to  the  room, 
and  we  do  not  plan  to  make  these 
changes  at  this  time. 

Developing  a  furnishing  plan  for 
this  room  provides  some  interesting 
challenges  as  the  Fort  George  Dining 
Room  is  described  as  having:

1  Large  chimney  glass,  carved  &  gilt 
frame,  with  ornaments  &  sconces. 

3  Oval  Glasses,  carved  &  gilt  frames 
with  Ditto  &  Ditto.

2  Dozen  Mahogany  Chairs  & 

2  Elbow  ditto  stuff  t  seats  and  blue 
marine  Covers. 

3  Mahogany  Card  Tables. 

5  Blue  marine  ivindow  Curtains, 
fringd  and  tossels  &c. 

I  Large  Wilton  Carpet

Mary  Queen  of  Scots 

Marquis  ofGranby  [fohn  Manners 
(1721-1770),  military  hero  of  the

Until  we  have  assembled  the 
necessary  artifacts,  the  new  Dining 
Room  will  be  reset  using  much  of 
the  furniture  from  the  old  Dining 
Room.  We  will  re-hang  the  portrait 
oi  Mary  Queen  of  Scots  and  are 
searching  for  appropriate  images 
of  John  Manners  and  Thomas 
Reid.  Major  work  in  this  room  is 
tentatively  scheduled  for  winter 
2007.

Getting  rid  of  those  pesky  weeds

Q.  Why  do  weeds  take  over  my 
flower  garden  every  year? 

A.  Weeds  are  plants  growing  where 
you  don't  want  them.  When  weeds 
grow  in  large  areas,  they  use  the  soil 
nutrients,  sunlight  and  water  you 
want  for  desirable  plants. 

The  best  way  to  reduce  weeds  is  to 
keep  them  from  reproducing.  Many 
weeds  form  thousands  of  seeds,  so 
remove  them  before  they  flower  and 
set  seed.  Some  weeds  have  extensive 
root  systems  and  those  really  need 
to  be  dug  up.  The  use  of  chemical 
herbicides  can  be  helpful,  but  timing 
with  the  plant  growth  cycle  and 
careful  attention  to  label  directions 
are  necessary 

Q.   I  really  like  the  flowers  around 
the  Museum  Shop.  What  are  some 
of  the  special  plants  so  I  can  recreate 
something  similar? 

A.  Many  people  enjoy  the  colorful 
flowers  in  the  Dot  Tyler  Garden,  next 
to  the  Jones  House  (which  houses  the 
Museum  Shop).  There  is  currently  a 
lot  of  interest  in  recreating  gardens 
to  fit  the  era  of  the  house.  Because 
the  house  is  from  the  mid- 1800s,  the 
vibrant  mix  of  flowers  represents  a 
Victorian  planting  style.  Something 
is  always  blooming  in  this  garden 
because  it  features  such  diverse 
plantings. 

Large  patches  of  Bee  balm,  Indian 
blanket  flower  and  perennial 
sunflowers  repeat  each  year.   The 
shady  gate  entrance  is  lined  by  sweet 
box  and  Judd's  viburnum,  bearsfoot 
hellebores  and  ferns.

and  shrubs  include:  red  buckeye, 
redbud  (which  actually  has  fuchsia 
blooms),  rose  of  Sharon,  variegated 
pomegranate,  camellias  and  peonies. 
Teak  Chippendale  benches  have  been 
added  so  that  you  can  sit  and  enjoy 
the  garden,  as  well  as  the  butterflies, 
birds  and  cats  that  visit.

Q.  What  flowering  tree  can  be 
planted  in  the  shade  of  pine  and  oak 

trees? 

A.  One  to  consider  is  Silverbell,  or 
Snowdrop  tree,  Halesia  Carolina.  It's 
a  medium-sized  native  tree,  which 
grows  from  Virginia  to  Georgia  and 
west  to  Texas. 

This  species  was  first  discovered 
in  the  Carolinas  and  introduced  to 
England  in  1756.  There  is  a  specimen 
in  the  Wilderness  garden,  on  the  west 
walk  near  the  Palace.  The  Silverbell, 
which  can  grow  to  a  height  of  30  to 
40  feet,  is  a  lovely,  low  branched  tree 
with  white  bell-shaped  flowers  in  the 
spring.  It  would  grow  well  under  large 
shade  trees. 

A  related  species,  Halesia  diptera, 
also  grows  from  here  to  the  Gulf 
coast. 

Lisa  Wimpfheimer,  horticulturist  and 
head  of  the  Garden  Services  Branch  at 
Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites  &  Gardens, 
has  been  a  plant  pest  consultant  and 
directs  the  planting  and  care  of  the  site's
